ELECTION CONTRASTS 
~ 


T 


HE \TJnited States is given ail exeeptioual opportunity 


this'fall to ;coinpare its political methods \vitn those of 
Great Britain in''the fact that both countries went to the 


polls almost -simultaneously., The comparison thus afforded 
makes it ;plain that,the.Britisher takes- his politics as serious- 
ly as the 'American,' that campaign mud-slinging is not pe- 
culiar to the United States and that the political issues of 
both nations are much the same. 


What strikes one first about a British election is the short- 


ness of the campaign-in comparison with that of the United 
States. The British cannot know from one day to the next 
when parliament is going to be dissolved and droves of cau- 
,didates let loose upon them howling for their prey. 


The American election is periodical—predictable years in 


advance, like an eclipse. 
The British, election sweeps down 


like a Kansas cyclone; one knows that it is likely to come, 
but seldom just when. 


The r.eal contrast, however, goes deeper. For it may be 


said that the.British politicians are always campaigning; that 
the entire interim between appeals to the country is filled 
•with preparations for election.- An issue may arise almost 
any day in parliament upon which a ca'binet may fall. 
Every 


move by,either the party in power or the opposition is, ini a 
way, a campaign move, every speech a campaign speech. For 
any move or any speech tho maker may be called in ques- 
tion bfore the electorate. In the house of representatives, in 
the senate, in the ;white house, it is possible to do things and 
hope that the country will have time to forget before elec- 
tion. In Great Britain it is quite within the bounds of pos- 
sibility that the most innocent and apparently innocuous sug- 
gestion will bo. thrown upon the stormy waters of a campaign. 


Fer tho British voter the actual exercise of the franchise 


is a rather simple affair. 
He picks .the party that is to re- 


ceive his support. There is in his constituency one candidate 
of that party. He votes for him, and that is all there is to 
it. 
He has exercised his duty and privilege of self-govern- 


ment.
